Horsemen, ever contradictory, arc prone to say of a yearling, “Oh. he’s not big enough for the I 
snles ring,” and of a two-year-old, "He’s too big to get around tliC turns.” There you liave it and 
more or less truth in it all. The. small yearling, no matter its hrewling, rarely brings a good price at 
Saratoga and the liig race Iiorse, a la Gladiator, seldom is handy on the turns.* However, ns a general 
thing, there is more likelihood of improvement in a big one, from two to three, tlian in his undersized 
f( How. 

Kaugoon. winner of tlie Golden Rod on the wind-up day of the Kentii-ky racing season, is a liig 
one, surely — 16.1. I have no doubt, but if he has finished growing he is mon; tlmii apt to make better 
than average improvement during the winter months. The Golden Uml is not Hie oiilv stakes victory 
nccrediteil to Rangoon, for he was also first past the post in tlie I.4itoiiia Fo:-t Tlionias Hiindlciip. In ail 
he has won four races and over $15,000. Rangoon, however, made no show in tlie riiiiiiiiig of the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Chib Stakes iKdiind Tryster, but big ones frequently in their fir.st season on the turf 
become confused, unbalanced and flounder in a strongly-run race, all of wliicli frequently disapiiears with 
age. Hciice in Rangoon, Light Brigade, at his first attempt as a sire in this cou.ilr.v, may luive sired 
a two year-old which next year as a three-year-old may make them ail stretch their necks to tieat him 
Rangoon, liesides bidiig a big advertisement for his sire. Light Brigade, is yet another star in the crown 
of Maria West. Incidentally it may be noted that the seven-eiglitlis Golden Rod for those two years of ' 
age was of greater value than the I>oiilsviIle Cup for three-year-olds and over. Mr. William Wooihird 
Is authority for the statement that size and strength are absolutely uecessarv in the weight-carrjing 
endurance test under Remount regiilutions. Ma.v I therefore be jiermitted to suggest that the best 
stamp of army horse is not develoiied by allotting an excess amount of money to Juvenile racing Ran- 
goon, in fact, wlien six years of age would be just the sort of iiorse to win a Remount test, hut as 
matters stand his stamp are all too frequently battered to pieces, in an effort to make both ends meet 
in their first season on the turf. Therefore I once again direct attention to the necessitv of encouraging 
weiglit-for-age and cup racing. 

Predictions in horse breeding are frequently fraught with danger. However, I am willing to chance 
the prognostication that tlie star of Light Brigade is in the ascendant. First off this season the race 
course manners of the progeny of Light Brigade were not at all pleasing, a nc.mber of them having that 
distinctly ominous tail-switching habit, but this disquieting trait is absent from tliose which have raced 
this autumn. Light Brigade made his first season in tills coiiiftry in 1917, having arrived from England 
the previous aiitumii, and it is largely on account of this that I base my prediction of his increasing 

s,ud success, from the fact that for at least twelve months after arrival no horse — sire or racer can be 

accounted for as thoroughly acclimatized. Stallions have actually been declared impotent which were 
only accommodating themselves to changed climatic conditions. All are not affected alike, however. 
It is unwise to regard any sort of imported horse as normal until he has been In this country for at 
least twelve months. - 

Lardella, dam of Rangoon, is also the dam of the Canadian Derby winner Dr. Samuel and of Arthur 
Middleton and is by Lackford, a gooil solid sort of a chestnut and winner, among otb«r. cace«.— of 
Great Lancashire Handicap at Liverpool, but one wbicb^never greatly affpealeino' fhe breeders of the 
Blue Grass- fo- all tha«be-ts-a son of tliut flyer Juggler 'and Cailleach. by Galliard, sire of Elf, Broom- 
stick’s dam, and Black Duchess, dBm of Boy Ronald. From this alone it was to be exi>ected that daugh- 
ters of Lackford would succeed as brood mares. Sliced and breeding are the main essentials in a brood 
mare. Only at I.«tonia on cup day an old-time horseman was heard to remark, “That’s strange, Pif Jr. 
winning a cup race and his dam Anna Bain could not stay three-quarters.” All of which is but addi- 
tional proof of the truth of the Duke of Beaufort’s statement that slow, staying mares were valueless 
as brooil mares. 

Back of I^iiirdclla come crosses of Rayon d’Or, Eclipse. Glencoe and Sovereign, truly a goo«lIy array 
of race horses of high class and breeding, and Rangoon, a member of the best native* family there is 
that of Maria West. ’ 

Constantly I see reference in newspapers which devote a certain amount of space to the breeding of 
Hie thoroughbred horse to the worth of the old-fashioned American families. Be it understood once and 
for all that, in my opinion, there are but two of these native families that are really good, and these, 
what for convenience sake be termed the Aerolite family and Rangoon’s family, the ‘Maria West. The 
former, liecaiise it is the family of JIan o’ War’s ancestor. SiH-ndthrift, and the latter beeatise of Ren 
Rrush, Riley, David Garrick, Democrat, the liest two-year-old of ids .vear in England; The Manager the 
inextinguishable Exterminator and the Hopeful Stakes winner Leonardo II. ’ 

Strange to say. both Rangoon and Leonardo II. trace back to Maria West, by way of Fleur de Lis 
by Sovereign, for not since the days of Democrat has anything of real merit come from this branch of 
the family, but now in this year of grace, both East and West, is there a two-year-old shining light.

One of the most remarkable horses that ever ran 
was Isaac, on which Sam Darling’s grandfather 
won so many races in the earlj- half of the last 
century. He was a gray horse, bred by the Hon. 
T. O. Powlett in 1831. by Figaro — Jack Spigot’s 
dam. b.v Sorcerer, griinddum b.v Precipitate, great 
granddam by Highflyer — Tiffany, by Eclipse. He 
ran first as a foiir-year-old in 1835, and he <sni- 
tiiiiicd canipiiigning until 1848, running llll times 
and winning forty-eight times. 'I'Ws career is 
even more remarkable than ma.v he at first thought, 
for many of Hie races were run in heats needing 
two and often three struggles, so that in reality 
Isaac’s life on the turf was even more strenuous 
than that of Fisherman. His great year was 1839, 
when he started twenty-three times and won nine- 
teen races. — London Simrtsman.

TO RESTORE RACING IN MIDDLE WEST 

'riiere is a health.v movement in Cliicago and St. 
Louis to revive rucing«in the right way. 'I’he Chi- 
cago men of high class who proposed in 1918 to rs- 
taldish a country club, with a racing and steeple- 
cbasiiig i-ourse as a side issue, ou the edge of the 
northern suburb of Evanston, arc now said to l>e 
ready to take tlie project up again. Labor shortage 
and general unrest cheeked the scheme two years 
ago. The Chicago and Illinois authorities are not 
against the right kind of racing. Proprietary tracks 
will never be tolerated in or near Chicago again. 
There is even a good chance in Illinois for a racing 
law with a racing commission and a law allowing 
mutuel betting on the Maryland and Kentucky plan. 

I The Missouri movement is centered in St. Louis, 
where a strong preliminary organization has already 
been formed. From its members, when the time 
conies, will be organized the now St. Isolds Joi'key 
Club, whieh will control limited racing either under 
new legal permission or witliiii the Missouri law as 
it now stands, onlj' members being allowed to spw’u- 
late among themselves on the oral plait, BB Uaed 
upon the New York wee eourfiee.

Miller, Headley and Johnson having lieen eon- 
firmeil, 11 may prove of interest to readers of Daily Uneing Form and breeders of lilo<Mlsto<-k generally 
to knew something of his turf career and tlie manner of Ids briH-ding. 

Starting four times as a two-year-old. Brown Prince failed to win, though once jiluced second and 
three times third, always, however, running in good company. As a three-year-old the son of Dark Ronald 
was at his best, winning at the first time of asking the Spring Tliree- year -old Stakes at Newmarket so 
parly in the season as April 17.

Dark Ronald, as winner of tlie Royal Hunt Cup and Princess of Wales Stakes, I take to be one of 
the iH-st horses I ever saw raee, and as- long as lie remuineil in England he proved liimself an unqualified 
SUCCCS.S as a sire, sending out sueh good winners ns the One Thousand Guineas winner Vaucleiise, that 
nailing good horse Son-in-Ijiw, Brown Rnnuld, My Ronald and the above-mentioned brothers. The 
Euroiieaii coutinentul buyers, however, absorbed Dark Ronald and but little has been beard of him for 
some years past. 

Bay Ronald, though not by any means the best raring son of Hampton, is, nevertlieless. the strongest 
connecting link as the sire of Bayardo, Macdonald II. and Dark Ronald in the Huniptou-Newminster- 
Lord Clifden chain. 

Darkle, dam of Dark Ronald, Is a member of a rather unusual branch of the No. 9 faniil.v, but, nn- 
nsuul or not. Dark Ronald is bred according to the blending of tlie blood plan of mating, lil.s sire. Bay 
Ronald, being of Erlipse descent, and Darkle, bis dam, tracing hack in the male line to Ueroil. 

Ext-ellenza, dam of Brown Prince, is by St. Simon’s son. Hunt Brion, wliich was sent away to Aus- 
tralia, there to liecome a genuine siicc-ess us a sire, and Ids dam. Ronnie Lassie, a daughter of tlie 
Matehem sire. Brother to Strafford. Oh, yesi after so long ii time I believe all of you will agree tliat 
the bloo<I of St. Simon has ufllnlty for that of Melbourne. 

Gulbeya*. dam of Excelleusa, is by the Derby -winner and' good brood mare sire. Bend Or, and half- 
sister to imported Eothen, which during Ids somewhat abbreviated stud career sired such racing celeb- 
rities as Ethelbert and Requital. Sultana, widch comes after, is b.v Oxford, from Besika, by Sultan’s 
sire, P.eiram, and so runs the pedigree to Merope. granddam of Galopin. 

On account, then, of both his jiedlgree and performances. Brown Prince has miicli to recommend him 
as a sire, ids Hampton descent being a big point in his favor, as also is the fact that his dam, Excel- 
lenza, shows the St. Simon -Melbourne cross close up. In addition to this there is the ever-faithful 
strain of Bend Or close at hand and his membership of the Galoidn branch of the No. 3 family. 

Year by year the class of stallions standing for service in the United States is being improved, 
which encourages me to tbink some sagacious and enterprising breeder has his eyes turned toward 
France, where Sea Sick, Maintenon and Oversight are soon to be sold. Good work, however, has already 
been done In the acquisition of Brown Prince. Last year he stood at Tickford Park Stud, in Bucking- 
hamshire, at a fee of $250. The price Is not known. He was priced at over $200,()00 last season.

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WANTED: A CERTAIN PATH TO SUCCESS 

No Breeding Formula Tet Advanced Brings Defi- 
nitely EatabUsbed Beanlts. 

(BY SALVATOR.) 

Tlie series of essays by Exile upon the dams of 
famous performers and progenitors appearing re- 
cently in Daily Racing Form contains many inter- 
esting facts and deductions, but does it really give 
us any fresli light upon the subject which that 
writer took as ids text — namely, the value of suc- 
cessful race mares as matrons. I confess that the 
many instances cited seem to me lacking in any 
systematic arrangement. Presented as they have 
been, they leave us like the perplexd philosopher, 
Omar Khayyam, who, in bis familiar Rubaiyat, 
recorded the fact that he did “eagerly frequent 
doctor and sage and heard great argument about it, 
and about,’’ hut eventually "came out by the same 
door where in be went.’’ After all his citations 
Exile leaves us where we started. We all knew 
beforehand that many great runners and many 
great sires of great runners were out of mares 
that failed to distinguish themselves upon the race 
course: whereas, many others were out of mares 
that did distinguish themselves, and very highly. 

If we are “looking for a lesson,’’ how can we 
derive anything of any particular value from Ex- 
ile’s facts? It doesn’t help us at all to tell us that 
it makes no difference at all whether a brood mure 
has or has not been a successful race mare — that 
everything depends upon blood, and blood alone. 
This Is far from a “counsel of perfection,*’ for the 
good reason that so much perfectly good blood has 
produced so many perfectly shocking results. If 
it all depended upon blood, and blood alone, there 
would be some reason for hoping that the maze of 
breeding, while mighty, still was “not without a 
plan.’’ But, alas, the plans -work in so few in- 
stances! Ambitious breeders burn the midnight oil 
thumbing the Stud Books and Racing Calendars and 
rack their brains over “Mating Competitions’’ in 
much tlie same manner that chess experts do over 
problems in King’s Gambit and other abtruse intric- 
acies of that profound and profoundly fascinating 
game. And, like the chess player’s problems, tliosc 
of tiie breeder, in a rishcartening nuinlxT of given 
examples, produee — u stalemate. Of course it is a 
part — and a precious and all ini|tnrtunt part — of the 
breeder’s problems tliut failure to solve them only 
spurs the student to further and more strenuous 
endeavors. Some of tliese endeavors, crowned with 
brilliant Kiic<-ess, are proclaimed from the lioiisetops 
and large black type tells the world ulmut tlieni — 
often riglit here in the Form itself. But us for the 
maii.v and far more numerous others, wliicli resulted 
in dismal failure or an aiiproximation tlioreof — the 
mantle of eliarlt.v, that wide and liospitalile garment, 
wliicli must of necessity always contain room for 
not one Imt millions more, is wrapped about them 
and they are forgotten or buried from sight with 
all iMissilile expedition and address. 

CONCERNING “MATING COMPETITION.” 

I wisli someliody— could “Exile” do It? — would 
furnish us witli some statistics on tlie niimlier of 
stake wiiuiers, beginning with Derh.v winners and 
griidiiuU.v deseendiug to ordinary races of tliat 
genus, that “Mating Competitions” have produced. 
I snpiKi.se, In my ignorance, that there must be 
scads anil shoals of ’l■nl. hut my doubt, or. rather, 
1U.V lack of information on the subject, is ency- 
clopedic. “Muting Counietitions” are simply a wel- 
ter of tilood, and the very liest blood at that. So 
blood.v arc they, indeed, tliat somehow I have found 
it difficult to come to grips with tliem. So much 
“l»ur sang” was more tliaii my plain American 
system was able siiecessfnil.v to assimilate, as a 
mutter of fact. But, iHiiled down to their residuum 
of stake winners. I tliiiik I could successfully get 
away with the pabulum. 

But to reliirn to the great question. Is it neces- 
sary to use tlie blood of successful race mares in 
order to breed successfully? Tliere is one feature 
of this discussion, which “Exile,” probably from 
pure inadvertency, overlooked. Hint seems to me 
worth some attention. And this is the fact that. 



unless my researches have mftled me. It is prac- 
tically impossible to tabulate the pedigree of any 
very great progenitor, or performer or family 
which has been prolific in producing them, with- 
out encountering the presence of mares that have 
highly distinguished themselves on the course. 
“Exile” says It makes no difference whether a 
brood mare has raced well or not. But If he can 
clinch this argument by tabulating the pedigree 
of- any great performer or progenitor (or progen- 
itrix) ill wliich NO successful race mares can be 
found, lie will, I humbly venture to think, liave 
offered us something more liiminons, in our search 
for “causes and consequences,” tlian tlius far he has 
presented. 

I think it will surprise “Exile” — or anybody 
else who has never taken thought about the matter 
— when they attempt to do what I have requested, 
i. e., tabulate the pedigree of a great — preferably 
a very great — thoroughbred In which tlie perform- 
ing ancestress is totally a minus quantity. If i 
you don’t come across one coming, you will going, 
and most probably you will both ways. They may 
not be in the first two or three generations, but 
just “keep agoing” and you will “get there.” 

REYIYAL OF DORMANT INFLUENCES. 

Tlie funny thing to me about the “developed dam” 
discussion is, most hugely, this. We are fed up 
with disquisitions on “pur sang” and “tap-roots” 
ad nauseam and colemly warned in the premises ' 
that hereditary influences persist for generations 
not only, but for centuries — there’s that dear old 
d’Arcy’s Yellow Turk, you know, and the Bloody 
Shouldered Arabian and Lady Thingumbob’s Pet 
Marc and all the rest of those ancient and hon- 
orable equine '«\-ortliiea of a couple of hundred years 
ago (and then some). Isn’t it a mighty and mo- 
mentous fact that their blood goes marching right 
on and on, and if your Derby candidate did not 
deliver the goods, the explanation is that he was 
shy somewhere of a sufficient number of crosses 
to tids hierarchy of saints and heroes. , Nobody 
can dispute this — or would dure to. But wlien a 
famous race mare is tried out and doesn’t throw a 
triple-crown winner tlie first two or three times 
trying, slie liocoines a “horrible example” and 
there’s no use trying to tell any breeder, or breed- 
ing expert, tliat her blixHl is valuable, just the 
same. And, as researclies in heredity liave re- 
vealed liow influences lay dormant for generations 
and tlien assert theniselves with doniiniint force, it 
is useless to stress the fuel that in nntiire’s own 
good time the aneestrnl exeelleiiees for the interim 
quieseent ■will blossum fortli witli interesting and 
valiiiihle results. 

No, this is tlie age of “quick action foe your 
money” and sneli ideas eannot get across. But the 
dear old Saffron Turk and Hiiekleherry Royal Mare 
keep riglit on going over tlie top all tlie while. 
How I wisli Murk Twain liail turned Ids attention 
to ei|uine genealogies and the tlieory of .“pnr sang” 
ill tlie tlioronghlired! He could liave written ii 
eonipunioii voliiiiie to his “ronncetieiit Yankee at 
King Artlinr’s Court” tliat would liave lieeunie aa 
iinniortal elassie. Yes, it is quite true; tlie Is-st, 
the rarest laioks, are never written!

In the Racing Calendar for 1856 the names of 
two horses, both of them winners of clas-sic races, 
appear for the first time as sires; two horses 
whose 8ueces.ses at the stud were abnormal and 
the rivalry between whom during tlie ’sixties 
was an object of deep interest to those who 
followed the histOTj( of the thoroughbred closely. 
Eagerly were the returns of the winning sires 
scanned at tlie end of eacli racing season to see 
whether Stockwell or Newminster headed the list, 
and it would perhaps not be very easy to say now 
which of the two has made the greatest mark on 
the thoroughbred. For if Stockwell was the sire 
of Lord Lyon, Blair Athol and Doncaster, New- 
minster has Hermit. Cathedral and Adventurer to 
set off against them. Arguments on such a 
subject are, however, not of much si’rvice and 
may be left for those who delight in them. 

Adventurer, by Newminster — Palma, by Emilias, 
her dam Francisca, by Partisan, out of an Orville 
mare, was foaled in 7859. He was a bright bay 
with black legs, standing about 15 hands 3 inches; 
was very speedy and full of quality and showed a 
great deal of the Newminster stamp. His pedigree 
is a fine one, for lie has three_ crosses of Orville; 
one on his sire’s side through lianter, the dam of 
Touchstone, and two on his dam’s side, her sire 
Emilius being by Orville, while her dam was his 
granddaughter. There is a double cross of Alex- 
ander (son of Eclipse) as well, and Whalebone, 
Whiskey and Walton are also in the pedigree. 

Adventurer made his first appearance on a race 
course in the Kingston ui>on Hull Stakes at Bev- 
erley. This was a race for all ages over six fur- 
longs. and the two-year-old won easily by four 
lengths, beating Heleniiis, which was favorite, Rap- 
paree and five others. It was his only win as 
11 two-year-old, his next be.st performance being 
tliird to Longsliot, 3 years, 103 pounds, and South- 
minster, 2 years, 84 jiounds, in the Zetland Handi- 
cap at Richmond. This was for all ages over the 
straight half-mile, an abomination now happily 
done away with. 

He was only out three times as a three-year-old 
and only showed to yioor advantage; but on the 
following year he began to show the stuff he 
was made of. He began well by winning the 
Londesborough Plate at the Doncaster spring meet- 
ing. in which he carried the confidence of the 
public and started favorite.^ 

AD'VEN’TURER’S (nTF AND SUBURBAN. 

His next appearance was in the City and Sub- 
urban, in which some rather sensational incidents 
took place. 'There were twenty -three runners. 
Gardener and Catch ’Em Alive, the latter of which 
won the Cambridgeshire later in the season, were 
first and second favorites, with Adventurer next 
[ in demand. 

Noble, who rode Adventurer, was so anxious to 
get off that he took no heed of Mr. McGeorge’s 
remonstrances, so was reported to the stewards 
and suspended from riding for six weeks. But 
there was trouble at the “other end’’ as well as 
at the starting post. He won by a neck from 
Umpire, and J. Adams, who rode the American 
horse, lodged an objection for cannoning. This, 
however, was overruled and Adventurer won his 
first important raee. He ran five times more that 
season, his most important wins being the Great ■ 
Northern Handicap and the Flying Dutchman’s 
Handicap at York, and Her Majest.v’s Gold Vase at 
-Ascot. The latter race he won by a head from 
Wingrave, witli Atherstone third, two lengths off. 
He only ran once in 1864, viz., in the Fitswiliiam 
Stakes at Doncaster, where he started the outsider 
of the party and won in a large field. This was 
his last appearance ou a race course and in 1865 
he went to the stud. 

He was located at the Sheffield Lane Pad- 
docks. where he stood for many years. It was 
a famous establishment once in its day was Shef- 
field Lane, and many good horses were turned 
out from it. It was entered upon something over 
sixty years ago by Mr. Andrew Jolinstone, then 
tlie master of the Dumfriesshire hounds, and in 
his hands it became famous as the birthplace of 
maii.v a good winner that swelled tlie glories of the 
Middleliam stables. After a few years had passed 
Mr John Jolinstone joineil his brotlier, and shortly 
afterward the late Sir Robert Jardiiie joined the 
eonfederae.v. tlie tiorses running iu the nominution 
of Mr. J. Johnstone. 

SIRE OF GOOD-LOOKING PRETENDER. 

It is ratlier a curious eoiiicidenee tliat as one 
of the first horses sired by Newminster was 
Musjid, a Derby winner, so among the first 
foals of his son Adventurer was tlie winner of tlie 
Two 'Tliousand aud Di-rti.v. tlie good-looking Pre- 
tender. He was the sixteentli foaf of Ferina by 
Venison — Partiality, and was breii by Wni. Sadler. 
As a two-.vear-old he had a solitar.v win in the 
North of England Biennial at York. But his three- 
yeiir-old I'areer was full of stirring iueideuts, of 
wliieU those who saw them still love to tell. Tliey 
tell liow gamely he wore down his opismeiits in tlie 
'Two 'Tlionsand, and of tiie close race for tlie Derby 
wliich Wells thought he liad just won on Pero 
Gomez. “I’ve just done you, Johnny,” said he as 
they returned to weigh, and Osliorne’s reply was 
oharactcristie: “I think it was a dead heat.” On 

tile course many people tiiougbt Pero Gome* had 
won. “Well done, old Tom Dawson,” said one 
of the hangers-on of the race course to that astute 

trainer. “Well done lie d ,” he replied, with 

some temper, “I’m only s«'eoiid.” “Look at the 
number 'board,” was the reply. And there it was 
“plain for all folks to see.” and Tom Dawson, 
equal to the situation, went to lead his horse 
iu. Then Sir Jo.seph Hawley’s curious objection to 
Messrs. Weatherby not to pa.v tlie stakes because 
Mr. Sadler, who nominated the horse, died iK'fore 
the race, was another sensation, the origin of 
which is still slirouded in mystery. For Mr Sad- 
ler saw Pretender win the Derby! Tlien how Os- 
borne Imd to ride him to get liome a neck in front 
of the nHKlorate Island, wliicii looked like pulling off 
u good tiling for Sir Charles 1/cgai‘d for a few 
strides in the (ireat Nortliern St. Leger. 

This was the last race Pretender w’on, 

though he ran well more than once. Finally he 
went wrong in his wind. 

Privateer, tliuiigh not a classic horse, was an- 
other good son of Adventurer. His dam. La Fa- 
vorita, by 'riiormanby, dam Miss Armstrong, had no 
fewer tlian six crosses of Sir Peter 'Teazle and four 
' of Orville. He was a big upstanding horse, measur- 
ing 8% inches below the knee. His best perform- 
ances as a race horse were at Goodwood, where he 
won the Drawing Room Stakes and the Racing 
Stakes. In the former he had good horses behind 
him in Passaic and Roysterer, and in the latter he 
beat Passaic and 'Wandering Nun. In the follow- 
ing year he won the Great Northern Handicap at 
York, carrying 119 iiounds, and beating Ridotto 
and useful itand. He was fairly successful at the 
stud. Yard Arm being one of his sons. 

Borneo’s dam was Lady Lucas, by Tynedale — 
Lady Ripon. second favorite in Caller On’s Leger. 
Borneo’s best performance as u two-year-old was 
in tlie Clearwell Stakes, in which he ran third to 
Harvester ami Coodor He caiiglit tlie .imlge’s e.ves 
uiice, but the oypouitioo was only modeiate, awl as 



a three-year-old his performances were only 
moderate. His Manchester Cup victory of the fol- 
lowing year was a fine performance and places 
him above mediocrity. 

ISHKAEL BEST SON OF ADVENTURER. 

But in all probability the best of Adventurer’s 
sons was Isbmael. Ills dam, Lena, by Stockwell — 
Selina, was stoutly bred, there being two crosses 
of Alexander and one each of Whiskey, Walton, 
Whalebone and Master Henry in tlie pedigree of her 
dam. Ishmael failed to score as a two-year-old, 
but in his first appearance the following year lie 
“stretched the neck” of Scobell In the Epsom Grand 
Prize and .the latter only just got home by a half 
length. He won the Great Yorkshire Stake 
at York, where he had Cameliard and 'Tris- 
tan behind liim. Tlie course was like a bog 
and the way Ishmael went througli the deep ground 
was worth going a long way to see. He won the 
Liverpool July Cup and the Ayrshire Handicap in 
1881, and in the following year the Ascot Stakes, 
the Ascot High Weight Plate and the Newcastle 
Handicap were the principal races that went to him. 
He also won several Queen’s Plates. Among other 
liorses that finished behind him may be named 
Fetterless, Limestone, Thebals and Hagioscope. He 
hit his leg when running in Oie Duke of West- 
minster’s Plate at Chester and as the injury was a 
serious one be was at once put to the stud, where, 
however, he was not a great success. 

Tlie fame of Adventurer as a sire will, however, 
depend more on his daughters than on his sons. 
Agility, Apology, Polonaise, Wheel of Fortune anil 
Bal Gal were sufficient to make the reputation of 
any sire. Almost invincible on the race course, they 
have bred some good winners, to wit: Oberon, Es- 

terling, Aperse, The Devil to Pay, and Fire Damp 
among others. 

It is a curious thing how some horses make their 
names as the sires of mares rather than of horses, 
and perhaps Adventurer is one of the most notable 
instances of it. Isbmael, as has already been 
stated, was perhaps the best of his sons. He was 
a good looking horse with great substance. His 
slioulders were well placed, his ribs well sprung, 
and bis quarters beautifully turned, and so far as 
anyone could see from his outline be was admirably 
adapted for a high-class stallion. It is true tliat 
he had not a good chance at first, for he went 
to the Sheffield Lane paddocks, which were full of 
mares of Adventurer blood. But when he had u 
chance he was never the sire of anything better 
than platers, and not of many of them that were 
returned as winners. 

So we may sum Adventurer up by saying he had 
no son as 'good as himself and that bis daughters 
far surpassed him.— Voltigeur, in Baily’s Magazine.
